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RUSSIA DIDNT DENY IT 
On Jan. 21 the aUtc Department made 
public some captured German documents 
which revealed the nail-Sovlet deal to carve 
up Europe In 1S39. II the kremlln had been 
running true to lorm It would have como 
back wllh a reply the next day, branding 
the documents as forEcrlcs and their contents 
as lies. 

But It took Moscow 10 days to Ihlnk up an 
answer. When It came, It did not say that 
the captured papers' revelations were untrue. 
The kremlln turned and called nam... *~ "cv- 
eral Installments, but It didn't deny the oial. 
It insisted that Britain and France, as far 
back as 1937, were goading Hitler to war with 
Ruuio. 

Dcyond that, the Soviet rebuttal was no 
more surprising than Uic American accusa- 
tion. Russian olflclals were not the tlrst 
ones to say that Britain, France and the 
United States w*ere not blameless In Hitler's 
rise to power. 

Plentiy of rueful post-mortems were held In 
this country during war years. There must 
have been many more In France and England. 
We recalled the Impotence of a League of 
Nations made more Impotent by secret diplo- 
macy and jealous, suspicious nationalism. 
We regretted allowing Japan to move Into 
Manchuria, and Hitter Into the Rhlncland, 
and Mussolini Into Ethiopia. 

Too late wo saw tho danger of cartel tie- 
ups wllh Ocrroan Industry. We saw how 
France had quarreled and corrupted herself 
Into a walking corpse behind the wishful 
security of the Maglnol line. Wc saw the 
tragic outcome of good but wcak-wUlcd In- 
tentions at Munich. 

But Ihoso were largely sins of omission. 
Perhaps the chief sin— and Hltler^s chief as- 
■ set— was that west«m people and their gov- 
ernments could not realize the enormity of 
Hitler's thirst for power and blood. In spite 
ol all the evidence to the contrary they just 
could not believe that he would plungo the 
world into another war. 

It h not surprising that the Russian prO' 
pagandlsts tried to distort the picture. Their 
efforts were not very successful. For In^ 
stance, they made much of the Dawes plan. 
This was a necessary remedy to relieve a Ocr- 
man financial crisis that threatened tho 
whole economy of Europe. Just as low in 
duslrlol production In Germany Impedes Eu- 
ropean recovery today. 
Nobody loved the Oennans then any better 
" than they do now. Yet tho fact was, and Is, 
that it Is hard to punish ths Oennons without 
punishing her neighbors. However, It Is non^ 
sense to say that the Dawes plan set out to 
re-arm Germanj*. Germany was a republic 
under a socialist president when General 
Daws prescribed his remedy. The year was 
1033. the year of the beer hall "putsch;" 
Hitler was strictly a local nuisance at the 
time. 

At any rate, the present accusations and 
rebuttals are water over the dam. There 
was doubtful wisdom In starting the whole 
business, though It Is easy to sec how sorely 
■Soviet slanders must have tried this govern- 
ment's patience, Tho captured nazl docu- 
ments told nothing really new. Neither did 
the Soviet replies. Both only served to widen 
the breach and increase bad feeling. 
The war with Hitler Is fought and over. 
— HiUer and his crew an; gonc._H they, taught 
tho worid a lesson. It Is time the . lesson was 
applied. Today's concern Is no^wlth them, 
but with present problems and future peace. 



ABOUT ".MILITARISTS" 

To those Americans who decrj- the military 
Influence in our EO\-ernment. we commend 
the present army chief of staff and his two 
Immediate predecessors. U Is giving Gen. 
Omar Bradley high but wdl-dcsen-ed praise 
to say that he Is fully qualified to follow 
George C. Marshall and Dwlght D. Elsenhower 
In that post. 

All three are great Americans ns well as 
great soldiers. Their careers are marked not 
ontj- by mimary brilliance but. In war and 
peace, by a deep regard for human rights 
and human dignity. It Is Impossible to read 
their records without being convinced that 
they are genuine lovers of peace. 

A blanket condemnation of "militarism" is 
a dlssciTi'lce to thcso men. This country should 
count Itself fortunate to have had three such 
eminent humanitarians In Its military serv- 
ice In time of national peril. No country can

He blamed 
the civil war waged between com- 
munist and naUonallst forces [or 
much of the delay In postwar rC' 
covery. 

Mr. TTuman made It plain that 
this country would do wlial it could 
to assist Uie rebuilding of Uie Chl- 
neuB economy, but that the prlnclpo:

main with the'Chlnese government.
